The opening of Andover’s sum- 
mer school for veterans went off 
smoothly, although it almost didn’t.

They were dressed slightly differ- 
ent, not quite all alike, with the one exception that no matter 
what they were wearing, they all looked sloppy. They had a 
football which they hurled around without much regard for 
any person who seemed to think that he or she had a right 
to walk on Park street’s sidewalk. One of them felt that it 
would apparently make him look more like a man if at every 
third step he spit on the sidewalk. (Ugly word, but an even 
more ugly sight.) Another whose avoirdupois prevented him 
from being quite so energetic as the others strolled along 
grinning with something akin to admiration at the antics of 
his chums, They all acted as if people were looking at them 
as if they were something worth looking at; people were 
looking at them, but it was with disgust. 


It brought back a memory to us, a memory of a picture 
we once saw. And we couldn’t help but call them “Dead End 
Kids,” for that is just what they looked like. They’ve been 
called that quite often, we understand, by people in the town, 
people who realize that at their age these youngsters have 
much more growing up to do than boys of a comparable age 
ten or twenty years ago. 

Wherein lies the trouble? There’s no one answer. You 
can’t blame it on advancing civilization, because as far as 
these boys are concerned, civilization just hasn’t advanced. 
But there are a good many component parts of this so-called 
advancing civilization that have acted to impede or misdirect 
the development of the young boys and the young girls of 
our present world. The radio can be blamed for a lot of it, 
the movies for more, cheap magazines, comic bocks that 
seem a product of and a cause of subnormal] distorted minds, 
an educational program that makes a fetish of good times— 
but most of all a discouraging attitude on the part of parents, 
a feeling that “nothing’s too good for the kids,” that “boys 
will be boys,” that their pockets should be well-lined, that at 
their age they should have no pressing duties like studying 
or working around the house. Educators and parents alike 
seem to want to make life just as easy as possible for the 
young people, and that’s what makes life so hard for edu- 
cators and parents. 

Sometimes they want extra pocket money, for a prom 
or something important like that. So they get a job, and there 
are very few of them who’ll measure up to any decent stand- 
ards of production. Sometimes when you hand them a broom 
to sweep up a place, you almost feel as if you should apologize, 
and when you see them start to push it, you wonder if maybe 
you should outfit it with a motor and a seat. They come to 
work when they want to, take a day off when they want to, 
and then get fired and go home to a probably very sympa- 
thetic mother. 

Something has to be done, and it should start at home 


with the schools redirecting their programs to make our 


young people real decent, clean-cut young Americans instead 
of dead-end kids.
